FINDINGS OF FACT AND CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

This matter comes before the Zoning Commissioner as a Petition for
Variance 1Ior the property located at 8904 Belair Road in Perry Hall. The
Petition was filed by Hao Nguyen, Hong Nguyen, Thai V. Nguyen and Mai T.
Nguyen, property owners. Variance relief is reguested from Section
409.4.A of the Baltimore County Zoning Regulations (BCZR)Y to allow a
driveway with a two way movement aisle 12 ft. 6 inches wide, in lieu of
the reguired 20 ft. Additionally, variance relief is sought to allow 100
sgq. ft. of double faced signage in lieu of the required 75 £t., pursuant
to Section 450.4.3A of the BCZR, and to allow three signs to be within 2
ft. of each other, ia lieu of the required 100 ft., pursuant to Section
450.5.B.4. The subject property and reguested relief are more particular-
ly shown on Petitioners' Exhibit No. 1, the plat to accompany the Petition
for Variance.

Appearing at the public hearing held for this case were the Petition—
ers, Haco Nguyen, Hong Nguyen, Thai V. Nguyen and Mai T. Nguyen, property
:-owners. The Petitioners were represented by F. Vernon Boozer, Esguire.

There were no Protestants or other interested persons present.

Testimony and evidence presented was that the subject propertv is a

é% rectangularly shaped parcel, 50 ft. wide x 163 ft. deep, zoned B.L. The

property has frontage on Belalr Road {(U.S.Route 1) in Perry Hall. The
property is improved by a 1-1/2 story frame building. The property Iis

owned by the Petitioners and the building thereon is used to house a
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bridal shop business operated by the property owners. Apparently the
Nguyen family acguired the property from the prior owner in Marck of
1938. An affidavit submitted at the hearing by that prior owner (Walter
T. Stundick) indicates that the property has its present character {commer-
cial) for mapy vears.

An examination of the photographs submitted at the hearing and the
site plan demonstrates that the property is in a commercial locale.
Immediately abutting the site on the north side is a Popeye's Chicken
Restaurant. To the south is a small office building.

Variance relief is requested to legitimize existing conditions on the
property. On site parking is provided by a parking lot which features 10
parking spaces in the rear yard. BAccess to the parking lot is by way of a
driveway which is 12 ft. & inches wide and leads from Belair Road. Vari-
ance relief 1is reguested to approve the width of the driveway which is
iess than the 20 fit. regquired.

Variance relief is also reguested for the sign package. As shown on
both the site plan and the photographs submitted, there are three signs
constructed on a single pole in the front yard. These signs identify the

¢+ business and also advertise the fact that the business sells and rents
%
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formal wear and performs alterations. Apparently these signs are the same
size as have existed on the site for many vears. MNr. Sundiek's affidavit
__indicates that the sign package of the previous occupant of the property
,i‘was the same. Apparently, only the faces of the sign were changed when

;~the Nguyen family acquired the site earlier this year.

Based upon the testimony and evidence offered, I am persuaded to

i
~¥

5 =~ grant the wvariances reqguested. As to the driveway, it is sufficiently
& #

sized to accommodate the business on this property. BPue to the location

of the building and width of the lot, it is not possible to provide a
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driveway which meets the 20 ft. requirement. The volume of +traffic which
this business generates 1is modest and the driveway is sufficiently sized
to accommodate the Petitioners' needs.

I am also persunaded tc grant the sign variance, with restrictions.
Relief must be granted, in that the signs are nonconforming. That is, but
for the change in face, they have existed at the present dimension, size
and location for many vyears. I believe that an inappropriate hardship
woirld result to require these Petitioners to raze the signs and recon-
struct a new sign package in compliance with the current regulations.

However, 1in granting the sign variance relief, I will impose a re-
striction which will require any new signage to camply with the current
sign standards. That is, in the event new signs are ultimately construct-
ed by either this property owner or a successor tenant/owner, then the
variance relief granted under this Order will lapse and compliance with
the then existing regulations will be required.

Pursuant te the advertisement, posting of the property, and public
hearing on this Petition held, and for the reasons given asbove, the relief
requested should be granted.

THEREFORE, IT S CRDERED by the Zoning Commissioner for Baltimore
County this day of Octcober 1998 that a variance from Section 40%9.4.A
of the BCZR to allow a driveway with a two way aisle 12 ff. 6 inches wide,
in lieu of the required 20 ft., be and is hereby GRANTED; and

IT IS5 FURTHER ORDERED that variance relief is soughi to allow 100 sag.
ft. of double face signage, in lieu of the required 75 ft., purswant to
Section 458.4.2 of the BCZR, and to allow three signs to be within 2 ft.
of each other, in lieu of the reguired 300 ft., pursuant to Section
450.5.B.4, be and is hereby GRANTED, sublject, however, to the following

restriction.

3. When applying for a building permit, the
site plan filed must reference this case and set
forth and address the restrictions of this Order.
